in Japan patriotiem suffices to absorb self;

made cohesive by a Draconic riguur and 
the cruolties of custe, But it ia now evident 
thut what answered in the days of Friv- 
erick the Great is failing.in these days of 

: enlightedinient and broudeast principles ; 
we are told that democracy is gnawing at 
the root of German military discipline and 
eflicieucy ; we huve evidence that tho same 
thing is manifesting itself in the French 
Army. If, then, in conscript armies’ the 
growth of thought does pot harmonise with 
military. rule, the discurd must be even 
more pronounced in the caee of a voluntary 
army, the discipline in which ‘owes nothing, 
to the factors above-mentioned.” Iu the 
British army, ‘wo are told, “ there ‘is 
substantial evidence. of practical uarest 


i among the rank and file.” Twenty-two per 


cent, of the courts-muartial held in 1904 
were for desertion, and seven thousand 
of the 46,000" returned ag “ non-effective ”

MANILA NEEDS 4° SHIPPING 
MASTER, 


Tho Cablenews says: Thirty-three stranded 
American seamen were shipped to the United 
States yesteFduy on the transport Logan, at the 
expense, of the insular government. The men 
were all'young, between 20 and 40 yaars of age, 
und had been inmates of the locul sailors’ home 
for about -five.monthe, They were all ablo- 
bodied and willing to work, but owing to the 
peculiar. conditions prevailing at this port and 
the luck of protection to A nierican scamon, were 
unable to secure berths, and became an unwilling 
incumbranco to the sailors’ home, an institution 
supported by voluntary contributions of the 
charitably inclined. ‘ 

Twenty-two of their number, the most 
destitute, were provided with clothing, blankets 
and shoes, also’ af jrovernmont exponse, the 
articles {being issued by tbe Philippines con- 


stabulary, an act of kindness which was: much | 


appreciated by the men, 

Unptain H. F, ‘Bentley, of the suilors’ 
home, speaking to a represeutative of the 
Cablencws, said; “The crying need of thia 
port is a shipping master appointed from 
the United States foy the purpose of pro- 
tecting the interests of American seafaring 
men at this port. I have frequently talked 
over the matter with Collector Shuster and 
Deputy Collector Pulliam, and both gentlemen, 
while strongly in favour of protecting 4 morican 
wariners here, are unable to doanything, owiig 
to tho law allowing masters in the. Philippines 
to ship seamen of any nationality they, desire. 
The shipping. master would be subject to 
the regulations of tho home government, 
and, fogethor with the consul, he would 
investigate and settle all controversies ond 
disputes, and difficulties arising between the 
masters and the crews of vessels. From my 
own-obgervation of many years, it is often the’ 
cago Lhat difficulties aboard whip are traceable 
to the officers and not to the captain. 

And Captain Bentley grew emphatic when he 
added; “There is anothor thing I would call 
the attention of the public to, as illustrating 
how the: absence of a shipping master here 
conducos not only to discrimination against 
American seamon but to outrageous practices 
unhosrd of in other civilized ports. Not: long 
‘ago, as will bo remembered, the. American 
‘master of. the ship Acme shippod, at this port, 
a crew of 10 Japanese, in proference to giving 
employment to the maxy of his own countrymen 
who wore staying at the sailors’ home, destitute, 
'Theso Japs were shipped by a Japansse customs 
broker, who recaived 15 pesos per bead, which 
sum he divided with the captain of the vessel, the 
men themsolves not receiving a cent advance.”

The Manila Supreme Courton January 4th") 
rondored a decision in. the casa of the United 
States v. the owners of tho steamer iohilta

Seven Chinese labourers arrived on ‘the 
Rolilfa Maru, in Manila Bay o2 December 3rd, 
193, 'and were landed on the following day in 
boncas at the Parunaque beach. They were 
arrested and deported, | : . 

Tho customs authorities ‘alleged that this 
violation of tho law was perpetrated through 
the connivance of sovoral members of the 
Rohilla’s crow, aad proceedings were commenced 
in the Court of Customs Appeals, which, on 
February 13th, 190-4,ontered judgment declaring 
tho ship forfoited and ordering her sale, 

From this decision the case was taken to, the 
Supreme Court on a bill of exceptions, The 
Supreme Court, in reversing the Judgment of 
the inferior court, says that proof that some of 
the crew of a ship assisted in the landing of 
Chinese in these islands in violation of the law, 
or that the captain of the ship waa negligent 
in not ascertaining that the Chiuese were on 
board, is not sufficient te show a violation of 
cithor section 10 of the Act of Congress of July 
5th, 1884, or of section 9 of the Act of Congres 
of September 13th, 1888. .

S1n,—There oro many local discomforts in 
the Colony abont which one hears many 
expressions of discontent but’ which sre ‘not 
remedied owing to the failire to briug to moro 
public notice through the madium of the press: 

During the prosont ‘cold weat ber divsntisfac- 
tion at the arrangyments made by tho Hong- 
kong’ High Lovol-ramways Company for the 
consonienes and comfort of its passuagors ‘is 
more pronounced thon usust, Tho arrango-' 
ments-made by public companies nowadays aro 
generally dosigned to give to the trarolling 
public a maximum of cose and luxury instead of, 
agin this case, a -minimam. Tho passenger 
waiting at the uppor atation fora cor finds tho 
wholeaccommotation consists of wooden bonches 
to sit down on protectot from wind and rain by 
a norrow roof which is proc tically useless for 
tho purposo, «Surely, considering tho high 
percentago of profit made by the Company o 
small sum might be eot upon ono side to provide 
accommodation for those meeting the cars or 
travelling by thom. Observe tho'lowor station 
too, The principal convenien co that mevts the 
oye, besides a couplo of benches ond a clook, is 
a coolie sholtar in which these fave ured Chinese 
souls enn rest or take sho Itar from the weather, 
such as we have now, or from the sun which in 
its propor season appears to dovote most of its, 
power to this particalar part of Hongkong. 

The greatest sufferers from the Inck of 
accommodation at the prosent time are those 
whoso pleasuro or duty necessitates 9 journey 
up or down the Peak at night-lime, Ladies 
aro to be soon shivyoring in the fog and cutting 
wind at the upper Station, whose peculiar con- 
struction acts like s funnel to the wind, with 
thy result that hair becomes dishovelled, dresses 
suffer and ordinary evening cloaks, prove quite 
inadequate to keep | tha cold from shoulders, 
arms and necks, : 

But it is not only the residents who require 
atténtion ; I. would refer to the whole-travelling 
public ‘and more ospecially, to those who land 
from ships of all kinds to observe the beauties 
of Hongkong. Vory, very few miss the oppor= 
tunity of ascending the Peak by tram, and these 
form aud express thoir opinion of our Colony 
from what they sce ashore hore. It is ooadless

‘of what ia meant to be “an aunual,” entitled 
“Tho British Trade Year-Hook, 1905, covering 
the 25 years 1880-1904, and showing the 
course of trade, by John Holt Schooling, 
with 191 tables, each containing several 
sections of. British or internstional trada, 
46 disgrams, and various abstinct tables.” 
The work is compiled with much care abd 
elaboration; and ot the present timo should 
rove useful to these who have not mastered 
6 details of our forcign trade. The anthor 
atates that it is not a contribution to tho fiscal 
controversy. ‘hat strife involves | matters 
of Imperial policy .cnutgide of trade. But 
with regard to such part of the fiseal contro- 
veray.as may be connected with trade, it is 
hoped: that the broadly based reaclts theroin 
contained may bo useful to all sincere partisans 
on both sides, as showing somo of the conditions 
of the question in more thorough fashion than 


has hitherto been attempted, offloiaily or j- 


otherwise.” ; 

The author, after having hod exceptional 
opportunities of maateriug tha main facta of the 
case,comes to the conclusion that we ought to 
compare values, and not quan{jtios, ia any survey 
of ourimportaandoxports, He says: My ground 
is siaply that fluctuation in the prices of imports 
or exports is one of the effects of intornational 
computition, and of natural conditions affecting 
the production of raw material, to which all 
trading nations sre subjected, And that oven 
if it were possiblo—aa it is not—nccurately to 
climinate this factor in prices, such elimination 
ought not to be mado...

Frovults that aro shown,” he mys: “Wo seo 
that ovr exports of manulactan | yocls to the 
principal protected forsigu countries hive fallen 
considerably since 1830, and that as regards all 
foreign countriea—s much less important group 
of markets —our exports to oll foreign counties 
show mainly a fall. 

» Looking at our exports of mauufactured goods 
to the prineipal protected colonies (Canada and 
Victoria}, we seo a small rine, and in exporis to 
all other colonies and possessions a large rise. 
Aud as regards our exports of mannfactured 
goodrto the principal protected foraign countries 
and British colonies, thore hos been a consider- 
able fall since 1830, and a rise in regard to all 
other countries and colonies. And ag 
British colonies are now building up manu-
